W ashington, Jan. 16 
(JP) — The 
federal governm ent filed suit in 
the D istrict of Columbia Su­ 
preme Court today against the 
S tandard Oil Company of New 
Jersey charging violation of the 
oil code and asking an injunc­ 
tion against the company to 
prevent it from giving prem ­ 
iums. 
The action was filed on behalf 
of Secretary Ickes, the oil ad ­ 
m inistrator: H earing on the suit 
was set for January 30. 
The suit was the first to be 
filed against a m ajor oil com ­ 
pany for alleged violation of the 
code. 
The specific charge was th a t 
the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey and its subsidiaries 
had inaugurated a “boy s’ club 
contest” and had refused to ac­ 
cede to a request by the oil ad ­ 
m inistration to discontinue the 
practice. 
In the contest, coupons were 
alleged to have been given to 
children who in turn distributed 
them 
to 
friends, relatives or 
neighbors to be presented one a t 
a tim e by adults to Standard 
stations and dealers. 
Prizes were to be given to the 
boy or girl credited w ith the 
greatest 
num ber 
of 
coupons 
turned in in his or her nam e, it 
was claimed. 
The com plaint further cited 
th a t since January 3 the S tan­ 
dard by radio program s had ad ­ 
vertised the contest over vari­ 
ous stations. 
“The defendant has announced 
its intention of continuing the 
said contest and has refused to 
discontinue it although request­ 
ed to do so,” the com plaint 
charged. “The defendant . . . is 
unlawfully disregarding and dis-

ROBBERY AFTERMATH

Although Rey nolds, who died 
in City hospital here a few hours 
after the shooting, denied th a t 
any one was w ith him when Ton­ 
y es’ m achine was looted, offi­ 
cials believe th a t the D ecatur 
county y outh had a companion. 
Tony es, 
who shot 
Rey nolds 
twice w ith a revolver after the 
y outh had struck him over the 
shoulder w ith a shotgun, told of­ 
ficers th a t he did not see a sec­ 
ond prowler when he investi­ 
gated the cause of his burglar 
tra p’s activity . 
; 
The farm er said, however, th a t 
he heard Rey nolds say before 
the fight took place, “He h asn’t 
got any gasoline tonight.” 
Although a form al probe of the 
shooting will probably be taken 
up a t the next grand jury ses­ 
sion, Tony es has been cleared of 
any possible crim inal guilt by re­ 
ports of Sheriff Ed Compton and 
Coroner R. O. Kennedy , who in­ 
vestigated the fatal shooting.

agree, is v irtu ally nothing at all 
for. the present, bu t any nu mber 
of things in fu tu re. 
As to the present. The $10 bill 
in Mr. Doe’s pocket has been 
worth a certain weight in gold , 
bu t since aband onm ent of the 
j gold stand ard he has not been 
able to get that gold . The presi- 
d ent’s plan wou ld make it worth 
less gold , and formally prohibit 
its ex change for gold . 
Bu t, althou gh the pile of gold 
behind Mr. Doe’s $10 might be 
red u ced in height and placed be­ 
y ond reach, the bill in his pocket 
can still be hand ed in for ten one 
d ollar bills, 40 qu arters or 100 
d imes. That is, if he wants to 
carry that many . 
Mr. 
Doe’s second 
immed iate 
concern is what will happen to 
prices. 
Nearly 
all 
economists 
agree there will be at least a 
temporary price rise. Bu t after 
that opinion ranges from belief 
the rise will be only short-liv ed 
to pred ictions not only of a long 
term rise bu t also a new ability 
by the gov ernment to make pric­ 
es stable. 
Mr. Doe is fu rther interested 


to kno w that dev aluatio n will 
mean a pro fit o f sev eral billio ns 
to his go v ernment,, and, 
thus, 
directly to him. If the legal 23 .22 
grains o f go ld in a do llar sho uld 
be reduced to half that amo unt 
then the go v ernment has two 
do llars with half as much go ld 
in each o ne. 
The pro fit is new mo ney , cre­ 
ated by the simple bo o kkeeping 
o peratio n o f writing up the price 
o f go ld, o r, in o ther wo rds, re­ 
ducing the amo unt o f go ld in the 
do llar. To ex tent that his mo n­ 
ey is used, there is so me infla­ 
tio n. It will be o nly credit ex pan­ 
sio n if used to retire go v ernment 
bo nds. 
The use o f the pro fit to retire 
bo nds o r fo r o ther purpo ses 
wo uld reduce to a slight ex tent 
the tax es Jo hn will hav e to pay 
to retire the go v ernment debt. 
Remo ter fro m Mr. Do e is the 
use o f part o f the pro fits to buy 
fo reign ex change and go ld. Thus 
the purchase o f a large amo unt 
o f English po unds wo uld tend to 
raise the price o f tho se po unds 
and co rrespo ndingly lo wer the 
price o f the do llar in terms o f 
po unds. If po unds are high in 
relatio n to do llars it takes fewer 
o f them to buy American wheat, 
and wheat ex po rts might be ex ­ 
pected to increase.

A RUGGED INDIVIDUALIST 
Alfred E. Smith, former governor of New York, 
twice the Democratic candidate for President of 
the United States, recipient of many other hon­ 
ors which any average American wou ld highly 
t esteem, recently celebrated his sixtieth birthday. 
The story of Governor Smith’s rise to fame is 
one which ou ght to make many of ou r new-style 
theorists stop and ponder, for a few moments at 
least. ,The rise of Governor Smith from the 
hu mble bu t honest occu pation of fish peddler at 
the tender age of seven years, to the governor- 
1 ship of the richest state in the Union, and the 
leadership of one of the two great major po­ 
litical parties of the cou ntry, and his gaining of 
many of the highest honors in American life, 
certainly afford a lesson for all of u s as to the 
possibilities of American life. If the child labor 
amendment had been in force when A1 was sell­ 
ing fish at the age of seven, what wou ld the boy 
have done to climb u p the first ru ng of the lad­ 
der of su ccess? 
Perhaps the hardships of his early you th and 
the edu cation attending them, had as wholesome 
effect on his character as wou ld the teachings 
of the modernists who are seeking to find for u s 
an easy way to su ccess, one not attended by 
earnest, individu alistic effort. 
Maybe, if he had been taken in hand du ring 
his eighth year by some of the u ltra modernists 
he wou ld have grown u p to be ju st another po­ 
litical professor. Certainly this might have been 
a handicap that even all of Al’s sou nd sense and 
ru gged character might have had difficu lty in 
overcoming. This is not, of cou rse, a plea for 
pu shing boys ou t in the world at the tender age 
of seven, bu t we may certainly stop and ponder 
whether the theories of the revolu tionary intelli­ 


gentsia are any su bstitu te for indu stry and com­ 
mon sense. 
We are told that the day of ru gged individu al­ 
ism is over, that from now on ou r you th are to 
be mou lded in a new deal pattern. Bu t what 
was it, other than his ru gged individu alism, i 
cou pled with his indu stry and sincerity, which 
made Governor Smith one of the best known 
men in North America? What was it that made j 
men like Lincoln and Edison accept this Ameri­ 
can opportu nity of developing their individu al­ 
ism, and su cceeding throu gh their own ability 
to ou tdistance the crowd? You r Lincolns and 
Edisons cannot be tu rned ou t of edu cational 
“cracker machines,” to standardized type. 
If the end of ru gged individu alism has come, 
as many of ou r u ltra modern statesmen like to 
tell u s, if ou r you th are to be mou lded by law 
rather than to su cceed throu gh their own abili­ 
ties and efforts what does the fu tu re hold for 
America? If we are to become a nation of gov­ 
ernment robots rather than individu alists, then 
the certainty of ou r progress in the fu tu re has 
su rely departed from u s.
